MEMORIES OF 
GWENDOLYN STEARNS 

iGiwen Stearns’ quick mind and 
vivacity attracted people all her 
Jong life, I enjoyed a close friend- 
ship with her the past 38 years 
(she and her family were my pa- 
rents’ friends).

Even 
though she did not welcome the 
physical changes of old age, she 
was courageous through many dif- 
ficult times, and somehow though 
she was aging, I always saw the 
striking brunette, who loved to 
wear the vivid colors she enjoyed 
painting with, She never lost her 
vibrancy, All my visits to her over 
the years found her eagerly wait- 
ing news of her loved Bethel. She 
savored the past and old friends, 
but lived with interest in the pre- 
sent, and often her comments were 
amused about the changes in young 
people’s ways, and such changes 
interested her rather than upset- 
ting her, boo often, as they tend to 
many elderly, 

A devoted daughter and sister, 
she had dedicated her tife to her 
family and her students, when 
teaching, She often asked me 
about her old Bethel pupils. Now 
and then I passed along her mes- 
sages and lively comments to peo- 
Ple for whom she inquired, I re- 
gret her loved students missed the 
enrichment she could have offered. 
them in their adult years, and, es- 
pecially, sad she did not knon the 
joy of visits from them. 

Luckily, her: years in Augusta, 
necessitated by care of her bro- 
ther as long as he lived, brought 
her many new friends, among 
them some young adults who. main- 
tained contact with her, enjoying 
her wanm interest and her ‘counsel 
at times. 

As long as possible She worked 
actively in the Unitarian, church. 
She enjoyed the Humane and Au- 
dubon societies and supported the 
work of the Augusta Humane Sotci- 
ety with intense interest, She lov- 
ed animals and birds. I recall

She loved to discuss what 
she read, and became very ex 
cited over politics and watching 
candidates on TV, 

An art teacher she always 
sketched and painted. It was her 
custom to make personal the many 
cards and Jetters she wrote, by 
decorating with appropriiate sketich- 
es—in lively colors, and sometimes 
ia ‘clever verse, I just took out 
about a hundred of these and went 
through them, A poignant experi. 
ence! They remain as. lively and! 
chanming as she did herself for 
almost. all her life, for until the! 
past year she remained able to 
walk to the grocery store, and 
take rides with friends and do her 
housework. She took very good 
ane of herself always. She was 
sensible of good nutrition and even 
though after her throat surgery 


, Some years ago, she icould taste 


nothing, she continued to prepare 
meals to keep her well, and wel- 
comed invitations to eat out, as 
she enjoyed “eating by sight if not 
by taste’ as she often said. 

She had a very long life and 
sometimes a far from easy one, 
but it was borne with real cow- 
rage, and of her I could not ever 
have a picture of an aging, com- 
plaining person, but rather the 
image of a very attractive intel 
lectually stimulating person. I am’ 
the richer as are many others for 
having the gift of her friendship.
